BROOKS' L E T T E R S. 
F rom one of Mr. B r o o k s * letters, dated 
ut Koine in October last, wo make the 
follow ing interesting extracts :— 


44 The Fountains of Rome are among 
the most sigmficent iii the world, and cor- 
•undy by fur the most rn iguiticeut I have 
seen. 
Though th© barbarians overthrew 
lh© ii ©rid I aqueducts of til© Romans, yet 
H aler does not cease to flow from the 
mountains, and even now it is conducted 
into th© streets mid piazzas of Rome, 
with a manner and a pomp suited to lh© 
dignity of lite Htt*ri»*« I City. 
The Eon. 
taut ai Termini has a statu© of Moses, on 
each side of which is a basso rib©vo­ 
lta! one representing Aaron conducting 
the Israelites to quench their thirst the 
other, Gideon encouraging them to pnsa 
the river Jordan,and directing his soldiers 
to lead the way. 
In the Piaxxo Nirvana 
are two fountains, one of rn Inch is orux- 
monied with a Triton aud other sculp. 
titre ; mid out of the other rites upon a 
rock, the statue of a tea horse on one 
side, and on the other, of a lion, the four 
sides of which rock that an obelisk sur 
mounts, being embellished with four co­ 
lossal studies, representing four of the 
great rivers of the world—th© Ganges, 
the Nile, (with its head covered, to signify 
that its source wus unknown,) the P(ata, 
und the Danube, 
'i'llis Place Navoiix is 
sometimes permitted to he overflowed by 
these fountains, and iii the busin that it 
makes, representation* of sea fights are 
given. 
The F'ounluin of Trevi is one of 
the grandest in Horn©. Among the niches 


, iii the columns over this flowing river, is 
a Neptune curved upon a coach, drawn 
| by horses of the seu that Tritons conduct. 
Iii two other niches a re allegorical figures, 
the one representing Salubrity, aud the 
oilier, Health. 
Above these statues are 
has reliefs—one representing Agrippa 
conducting (he water to Rome, and th© 
o h r, a young girl. poiitii'.g out the 
source of this wa’er to the soldiers. The 
cornice support four oilier statues also 
allegorical—one the Goddess of F'owers, 
another (lie Fertility of the F’lelds, another 
the A ut Ullin or F'ru it fulness, aud the last, 
iii© charm ol the paruiriel enamelled with 
flowers, or the Spring. 
The coach ol 
Neptune throws out a grout quantity ol 
water, and it conies spouting and turn. 
tiling over the rocks ; aud though the ef. 
lect is grand, yet the crossway where 
the fountain is, is not large enough for 
such a magnificence of work. Beautiful 
idea however, this is, particularly iii a 
climate like thai of Koine, of thus bring- 
i. g refreshing ca tar J cts into the very 
str«*ets, and to the very doors of the people 
und among the many things here that we 
ought to copy as age comes upon us 
lilt* is not the least. 
I have not spoken of the Pantheon yet, 
lait I have not forgotten it—for 
o h o of 
the first objects I sought out was this, the 
oldest building iii the world, the glorious 
relic of sixteen centuries—the pride ol 
old Rome, and the ornament of tho new. 
A market p l a c e is now around its noble 
portico, and upon the fountain opp .site, 
many a young Kotnau urchin wus trailing 
down his mouth the long strings of his 
muccitroni. 
Dirt, filth, every thing un. 
attractive, was all uiound; aud it was 
the very last place iii which a stranger 
would expect to fiud the temple of nil the 
gods. 
The preservation of this building, 
aud the general destruction of old Roman 
edifices is wonderful ; and to what mira­ 
culous chance we are indebted for it, no 
man can tell. 
One of the old Popes, we 
know, (Eugenius IV.) cleared away 
ruins all around the Pantheon, and the 
piazza, in which it stands, was choked 
up with them. 
But the Pantheon does not stand os it 
did, high and elevated iii an oprfn square, 
where all of its beauties might he beheld 
and approached, for the accumulation of 
earth has buried five of its steps, and a 
part of its foundations, and dirty buddings 
are crowded around all hut us Portico. 
Tho marbles which once incrusted it, 
are chiefly gone, and only tile ugly bricks 
are left to ornament us exterior. 
The 
Popes have plundered it of its bronze, 
and Genseric, king of the Vandals losi its 
costly doors in the Sicilian sea.*-A for- 
tress it had become at last, and then a 
church, the Church of the Martyrs, and 
the twentyeight cartloads of relics ol 
Christian saints there deposited, conse­ 
crated it to the Christian God, and saved 
it from Christian pillage, and the malicious 
demon, who, it is said, long attacked with 
blows the worshippers that would invade 
the Pantheon of the Pagan gods. 
The 
Portico and the frieze are, however in a 
good state of preservation. 
The stately 
vestibule supported by sixteen magnify 
cent Corinthian columns of red oriental 
granite, with their bases and capitals ol 
white marble, antique in point of beauty, 
and the entablature and pediment of the 
Portico, in the tyre pan of which are holes 
that once served for bassi rilievi, each 
and all, yet stand as x monument of Ro­ 
man art even in its lustrous davs. 
But 
the interior from the novelty of IU ooh* 


struction, perhaps, makes a greater im 
presssion thxn this Portico so much ad 
mired, mcustirrr! and copied bv nrtMtto 
every land. 
Tit© form is a Round*.—

at an early hour in the morning the chapel 
was crowded with visiter* principally 
Protestants, who seemed by tun t t W 
men! and intensity of their curiosity. I t 
have bean possessed of the idea, thai 
some of those awful and mysterious do* 
tugs with which tbs Roman Catholic It. 
I gloo is so inseparably associated ta tho 
minds of many, was about to he perform* 
cd before them. 
After mass had been celebrated by Mf 
grace the archbishop of Baltimore, a t 
eloquent sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Mr. Hoskins, in which ha draw rn 
strong picture of the alleyed happtaeflt 
and purity of a conventual life, and ad* 
dressed a high eulogium to the Sinton of 
the Institution, and to the young prod* 
cicuta, who in the morning of their life, 
were about to forsake tho world and its 
allurements. 
After this, the more imme* 
di.it© ceremony of the dsy cofnmeoeed» 
by the execution in full choir of all tho 
nuns, of the noble anthem, Cautato Do* 
miuo. 
After an impressive examination by tho 
Archbishop of the noviciates (three rn 
number,) and a full explanation to them of 
the importance of the Mop they worn 
about to take, his Grace administered lib 
irrevocable vow to esch^md arith feeling^ 
tanned to thrilling stillness, the congregas 
lion heard the response from each,la I i# 
but firm tones,—that, all conoexisa bm 
tween them aud the world waa dim ulrtl 
Im ever. 
After the irrevocable vow had bota pro. 
flounced, the Archbishop put tho -crow 
and chain, the sacred symbal of their pro* 
ft-anion, on the neck of each, and attar. 
wards the solemn veil, the immemorial 
type of their holy life. 
After this bai 
taken place, came thorn painfully im. 
pre stave ceremonies which had ever giwm 
for so many ages and in all countries tm 
the acceptance of the veil, such an aw (bl 
and mysterious sanctity, and which alw 
so eminently calculated toeatingaish tkm 
last lingering w ish of human naiara, by 
subjecting it to the most dreadful (errata 
of prescriptive form s«.d terrible soleftani- 
ty. 
The nuns were pronounced 44 dead 
to the world,’* and iii solemn typification, 
of their spiritual decease, the newly ad. 
nutted Bisters severally lay down at filii 
length, with their faces to the earth, and, 
as if actually dead, were covered com. 
pletel v with a pall, while all the sister­ 
hood, with lighted tapers iii their hands, 
chaunted their requiem, aud the service 
of the dead was performed by the Priests 
and congregation. This over—they were 
called upon by the Archbishop, dressed 
iii his full canonicals and the mitre on hts 
head, to * Awake in the Lord,**— when 
the pail was removed,—and while the 
whole edifice retoniMfod with hosannas of 
gradation 
th© buried form* arose, and 
iii the full dress of their profession— 
crowned with wreaths of flowers, and 
bearing lighted tapers in their hands, all 
received the blessing of the Archbishop, 
and ’he greeting of the nuns, into whom 
society they had been thus sofomuly in.
